A MODERN YMCA - YWCA 

The Board of Directors and Staff of the Welland Area YMCA-YWCA have demon- 
strated what a fine service the 'Y' can render to the community with rented 
and borrowed facilities. 

Since 1954 the 'Y' has served Welland and District citizens* During this period, 
programmes have been operated in stores, basements, church halls and schools. 
Children have been taken by bus to St. Catharines for a swimming programme. 

With an adequate, modern building which will provide the working tools for the 
main business of the YMCA-YWCA — training youth and adults for Christian 
living — the programme can move ahead to new and higher levels of effective- 
ness. 

The Welland area does not have an indoor swimming pool. Such a facility will 
be provided in the new 'Y' plan. A modern YMCA-YWCA building will meet the 
needs of the community for decades to come.

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Welland does not have an indoor swim- 
ming pool. The new YMCA - YWCA 
swimming pool will represent the ulti- 
mate in engineering skill from the stand- 
point of safety, sanitation and economy 
with a modern heating and filtration 
plant. This modern design will provide 
ample shallow water for beginners or 
therapy for the handicapped. It will be 
regulation length for competitive swim- 
ming.
